He alſo allotted an hour every day for the 
purpoſe of ſpiritual edification in the caſtle, 
and Gop was pleaſed to bleſs bis endeavours 
to thoſe who attended. He recommended 
this ſmall beginning to the prayers of his in- 
timate friends, eſpecially thoſe at Eberſdorf,

He wrote thus to his grand- mother: I have

Chancellor aſſured him of his good intentions 
towards: him; he abode by his) reſolution, 
and 'purpoſely neglected thofe functions, by 
which aſpiring men diſtinguiſh themſelves, 
in their departments; ſo: that from the year 
1722, to 1727, he ſcarce remembers to have 
dome any thing, 7 except now and then! eſta- 
bliſbing-a recondiliation between ſome few 
contending parties: The reſt of his time he 
employed, on every occaſion, in recom- 
mending the love of Jeſus Chriſt. to his col- 
legues, and other friends who would attend 
to him both: dlergy- and laity, Lad even 
Sichtelians and Separatiſts. 

I wilt there inſert his on +adcount of his 
| meetings: In Dreſden only, I had liberty 
every Sunday, to keep public meetings at 
my own houſe. The oddity of it was, 
that though I was a preacher, and my 
«heart: re entirely: i in the goſpel; yet in 

* obedience: to my parents I muſt m_ 5 
2 % 1wor 
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«ſword, and attend the adminiſtration. I 
e plainly told them before I went, that I 
% foreſaw this inconvenience, and ſhould 
% make a very ſingular appearance. The 
* worthy ſuperintendent at Dreſden, Doctor 
i* Loeſher, ſympathized with me on account 
e of the reſtraint I lay under, and did not 
* throw any obſtruction in my way.” 


SECT. XI. 


I Dreſden the Count converſed with 
people of all denominations, of whom 

he could entertain the leaſt hope, that they 
were concerned about their ſalvation, with- 
out any regard to their rank ; for the words 
of our Saviour: © the goſpel is preached to 
* the poor,” had made a deep impreſſion 


on his mind: and thoſe. of the apoſtle: 


* not many wiſe men after the fleſh, not 
many mighty, not many noble are called,” 
were continually preſent with him. He did 
not withdraw himſelf from ſuch as held er- 
roneous opinions, if he could perceive in them 
an earneſt defire of being ſaved. A great 
number of people, who had ſeparated them- 
ſelves from the communion of the church, 
and entertained ſtrange notions, Teught his 
acquaintance, He foreſaw evidentij, that 
by converſing with theſe, he ſhould incur re- 
proach and cenſure, but this did not deter 
Vol. II. C him, 
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him, becauſe he found ſeveral ſerious per- 
ſons among them, and hoped by gentle means 
to reclaim them from their errors; and he 
really ſucceeded ſo far, as to ſee many of 
them not only frequent his meetings, but 
return to the church, having buried their 
private opinions in oblivion, for the main- 
taining of which they would before have loſt 
their lives. In ſhort, it was as he writes: 
1 ſought as much as I could to bring toge- 
ther the children of Gop ; this I dared to 
* do notwithſtanding a little reproach. Dr. 
Loeſher, who knew me at Wittenberg, 
did not oppoſe me; for I was looked upon 
by him as a perſon endued with a fincere 
© love to the word of Gop, and a zealous at- 
* tachment to his ſervice.““ SECT. 


*The Count's method of converſing with ſecta- 
ries, Was to treat them with patience, benevolence, 
and humility, and to allow them as much as poſſible ; 
but when no conceſſion could be granted, he ſtood 
firm and immoveable ; and yet maintained Chriſtian 
love towards them, ſo that every word he ſpoke 
was ſprinkled with the blood of 7efus Chriſt. 

He ſays in another place: © I uſed no diſſimula- 
* tion with theſe people, (for I did not want to 
draw them into a ſnare) but ſpoke with plainneſs, 
and yet not without ſome fear, leſt I might be 
tt miſtakęen through prejudice, and afterwards ſome 
«© points might appear to be better ſupported by the 
e ſcriptyre than I at firſt imagined. My concern 
Was to depend ſimply and alone on my Saviour, 
that he would powerfully ſupport and preſerve me 
* by his word, ſince my call brought me into thoſe .

HE letters which he wrote at that time, 
ſhew the ſtate of his mind. Dee. 1 

1721, he wrote to- Hennerſdorf : © I bear

The ſum and ſubſtance of all theſe hymns 
appears to be this : that he rejoiced in the in- 
- expreſiible love of Jeſus towards finners, de- 
| voted himſelf to him, and ſighed after the 
everlaſting communion with him ; and a cer- 
tain heroic fpirit breathes throughout the 
whole, expreſſing his abhorrence of all vani- 
ties, and his joy in bearing the glorious re- 
proach of Chi. 

+ He twice reviſed the ſaid hymn-book with its 
appendixes, and read the hymns both at love · feaſts, 
and in conferences, upon which occaſions the names. 
of the authors thereof were mentioned. He uſed the 


ſame method before the publication of the large 
hymn- book printed in London 1753. 
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SECT. 


HE occurrences of the year 1722, 

were productive of many and great 
conſequences. For now was planted the ſeed 
of a tree, the branches whereof have fpread far 
and wide. I do not ſpeak of temporal things, 
but of the furtherance of the kingdom of 
God, and the living knowledge of Chriſt Je- 


fus our Lob. 


In order to have a E conception of. 
the Count's undertakings in ſpiritual mat- 
ters, it is needful in this place, to premiſe 
the ſtate of the Lutheran church at that 
time, I have already taken notice,” that 
the two parties, who had carried on a long 
controverſy, found themſelves inclined to 
put an e to their difputes. But not with- 
ſanding this, they both thought and alſo 
preached as before, fo that in fact the two 
parties ftill exifted. Neverthelefs there 
was ſome difference between the preſent, 
and the former period. At that time the 
divines at Halle were greatly oppreſſed, 
for the accuſations laid to their charge were 
ſuch, and operated ſo ſtrongly; that many 
iiric edicts were publiſhed againſt them by 
authority in ſeveral places. On the other 

hand 
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hand the divines of Wittenberg and their 
friends, were univerſally eſteemed as ortho- 
dox. But now the caſe was altered, for at 
this time many of the Halliſh clergy bore the 
higheſt offices in the church, and had pow- 
_ erful patrons at different courts; ſeveral 
reſcripts, reverſing the former ones, were 
publiſhed, But our Count perceived: _ 
that many of the advocates of theHalliſh part 
did by their practice ſhew that they loved thoſe 
: 1 of the world, which they condemned 
in'theory;) and among thoſe of Wittenberg 
he found many, of whom he was perſuaded, 
that they were ſincerely attached to our Sa- 
viour and his doctrine, in word and deed. 
This made him leſs partial than before. 
He did not ceaſe to love and reſpe& thoſe 
that were ſincere of the Halliſh party, but he 
thought himſelf equally bound, to treat thoſe 
of Wittenberg, who loved the Loxp Jeſus 
Chriſs and walked worthy of the goſpel, 
upon a brotherly footing. And whenever 
he obſerved any one profeſſing the doctrines 
of Halle, expreſſing a preferable reſpect for 
the divines of that ſeminary, and who at the 
ſame time was governed by the ſpirit of the 
world, he treated ſuch with greater ſeverity 
than, others. This cauſed much diſcontent, 
and drew upon him in the following times, 
_ enemies. 1 


SET. 
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1 vas the faſhion of thoſe days to inveigh 
againſt the declenſion of religion. Many 
3 that there was as much reaſon to 
wiſh for a reformation of manners and 
church-diſcipline, as to thank Gop for the 
reſtoration of the doctrine of the goſpel, by 
the means of Dr. Luther. Dr. John Francis 
Buddeus's preface to John Amos Comenius's 


hiſtory of the Brethren, confirms this: but 


he was not the only one, for many other di- 
vines were of the ſame opinion. 

Our Count was alſo of this mind, and owns, 
that the vehement defire of reforming did at 
that time affect him as well as other honeſt men. 
Being inclined to coincide in opinion with 
luch reſpectable teachers, without any re- 
examination, it is eaſy to ſuppoſe, that he 
fell in with their ſentiments, and made ad- 


vances to ſome ſerious divines, upon the ne- 


celſary reformation of the church. 

But before he commenced a divine, he 
was convinced, that he had no call to ſpend 
his ſtrength in effecting ſuch a reformation 
as many of the clergy wiſhed for. It was 
clear to him, that a more ſtrict churcb;difci- . 
pline would not anſwer the end propoſed, 
being convinced, that people deſtitute of the 


love of Chriſt, would thereby be brought to 


adopt 
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3 adopt a form of Godlineſs, whilſt they denied 


the power thereof, and that the true converſi- 
on of the heart would thereby be retarded. 
He declared plainly, that with other divines 


he had wiſhed for ſuch a reformation till the 
year 1726; but that he had altered his opi- 


nion; for fince that time he had not been 


intent upon reformation-ideas of religion and 


churches in the whole, but now looked upon 
ſuch undertakings, on his part, to be entirely 
uſeleſs. 

We can entertain the leſs doubt of this, as 
we are well aſſured, that he held it as a 
maxim, that a ſervant of Chriſt may bury his 
talent, Hd fall ſhort in the mam matter, if, 


inſtead of bringing ſouls to Chriſt, and keep- 


ing them in a Chriſtian union, (as far as a 
man by grace may contribute towards it) he 


falls upon externals, and endeavours from 


thence to deduce the reformation of the 
church.

LL this while his heart burnt with de- 


fire to ſerve the Loxb Jeſus, and to 
be uſeful to his neighbours. 


U eſteem it (are his words in a letter 


dated Jan. 12, my proper call to win 


* ſouls for Chriſt, and to labour in his ſpi- 
* ritual kingdom; all other things I look 


66 upon 
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upon as either of little importance, or tri- 
als of my patience.” 

The earneſt deſires, which many pious 
men uttered at their departure out of this 
world, and which they did not live to ſee 
fulfilled, were very weighty to him. But 
he firmly believed, that this was the time to 
go about the work in good earneſt, and 
ſeek to effect what others had in vain wiſhed 
for, And he was determined to venture 
himſelf and his all, in the cauſe of FJeſus 
Chrift, and that nothing i m this world ſhould 
hinder him from perſevering therein. 3 

If then the queſtion be: What was pro- 
perly the Count's intentions? I will briefly 
anſwer: In the firſt place he purpoſed to 
take care of the poor and diſtreſſed ſouls, 
that were ſeeking ſalvation in the blood of 
Chriſt, (who taſted death for every man) 
and eſpecially to relieve and comfort all that 
were oppreſſed and perſecuted.“ He thought 
particularly on the fellowſhip of the children 
of God, and his view was to promote love

The Toleration- principles of the e 
lor Thomaſius, and others, had indeed prevailed ſo 
far both at Proteſtant courts and univerſities, that 
perſecutions on account of religion were no more 
—— Nevertheleſs in certain places there 


occu ſome circumſtances, that ſavoured of the 
old leaven. 
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and unity among them, that were awakened 
and called unto his kingdom. 


D EING now come to a determination to 
purchaſe an eſtate, in order to accom- 


pliſh his deſign, he thought it proper to take

te the apoſtolic wages, viz. the Saviour's joy, and 
the brethrens' and fiſters' love.“ Thus was his 
labour exerted in the kingdom of God according to 
our Saviour's own mind as expreſſed, in John xvii. 


FE | { 
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poſſeſſion of his inheritance. He had no 
part thereof till he was fixteen years old, 
and the tntereſt from the year 1700, had in- 
creaſed the capital. The Vice- chancellor 
Ritter, who was bis truſtee in temporal 
alfairs; made a liquidation beth: of the prirt- 

cipal and intereſt money, and alſo of the 
rents due to him from ſeveral eſtates. [But 
upon inquiry the Count met with difficulties 


in recovering his whole property, and was 
given to underſtand, that it was out of cha- 


racter for him, as a diſciple of Chriſt, to con- 
cern himſelf about money, or to go to lau 
for worldly poſſeſſions. To this he made no 
objection; and relinquiſhed what was not to 
be obtained without trouble. He contented 
bimſelf with the refidue, and thus avoided 
all ſtrife. 

As his mother ſhewed t dilfstisfaktion 
at his conduct in this affair, he anſwered 
among other things: My aim is to follow 
„ the Lox p Feſus Chri iſt, and faithfully to 
* tread in his eps, and I look upon every 
thing elſe, in compariſon of him as dung 
„ and droſs. Tho I do not attend to my 
temporal concerns as much as perbaps I 
* ought, and conſequently may eafily err in 
* that caſe; yet I am perſuaded that my 


faithful Saviour, who knows the inmoſt 
_ * recefles of my heart, will not impute this 


as fin to me, but turn even my faults in 
Vol. II.

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There he began to read the ſcriptures dili- 
gently, and became a lively witneſs of the 
grace of our LogxD Jeſus Chriſt. At Frie- 
derſdetf in Upper Luſatia, a ſeat of Baron de 
Schweinitz, he formed his, firſt, acquaintance 


with our Count, to whom he related the 


oppreſſed circumſtances of the Brethren in 
Moravia.

the cauſe of God, aud his xeadineſs to 


ſuccour thoſe who ſuffered for conſcience 
ſake, he returned to Moravia, and told his 
fribmds,. that probably they would find .an 
aſylum in the territory of this lord.

We may eafily imagine, that the cardinal 
had not given up'his endeavours to reconcile 
him to his own church. To this attempt our 
Count anſwers plainly, and concludes with 
Theſe words: We will henceforth reſolve 
not to treat of any other ſubject than the 
bridegroom of our ſouls.” 

His poems compoſed this year, moſt of 
which have been already mentioned, are a 


"recapitulation of the contents of his letters to 


Cardinal 'de Noailles; and therefore 1 omit 


ſaying any thing farther about them, 
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T* 1s not without propriety that I begin this 
year with the relation of our Count's'enter- 
ing into a cordial connection with ſome men, 
whom the hand of Go» had brought to him. 
Mr. Rothe, paſtor of Bertholdſdorf, a man 
of incomparable gifts, excellent theological - 
learning, pathetic delivery, zealous and ſuc- 
ceſsful in preaching the goſpel, was the firſt 
who gave him the right hand of fellowſhip 
in the ſervice of the Loxv. He brought the 
Count into a nearer acquaintance with the 
above-mentioned Mr. Schæfer of Goerlitz, 
who as a faithful ſervant of 7eſus Chrift, had 
ſuffered much reproach for his ſake, and was 
at the ſame time Mr. Rothe's intimate friend. 
The Count and he made a covenant, that 
* they (to uſe his own words) would in fel- 
" * lowſhip, under the protection of Jeſus, 
* build the walls of Zion for eternity. To 
this aſſociation Baron Frederic Watteville alſo 
belonged; with whom he had already at 
Halle entered into a covenant, grounded on 
the love of Jeſus, which had been renewed and 
continuedeverfince. Thisnobleman was hap-

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which he had fallen by means of philoſophy 
and vain, deceit after the tradition of men, 
alter the rudiments « of the world,” and not 
after Chriſt, (Col. ii. 8.) He came to Ber- 
tholdſdorf in the year 1722, and devoted 
himſelf to our Saviour with his whole heart.*

1122 of this little company are 
1 ſet forth in the account of the Four 
United Brethren as follows: Their firſt care 
was that the goſpel might be publiſhed with 
all ſimplicity and plainneſs of language, 
without any fear of man, and in full confi- 
dence of the bleſſing of Gop in rendering 
their labours ſucceſsful. . The bare convic- 
tion of their hearers with regard to the truth 
of the doctrine delivered, did not ſatisfy 
them, but they were chiefly concerned to 
ſpeak the word with the demonſtration of 
the ſpirit and power of God to the heart. 
It was the count's principal aim, that they 
ſhould not dwell upon non-effentials, but 
only on ſuch points as conduce to the real 
hat benefit of ſouls.

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And ſince an acquaintance had commenced 
with many perſons, of high as well as low 
rank, not only in Germany but alſo in 
Holland, France, England, Denmark, Swe- 
den, Switzerland, &c. which was continu- 
ally increaſing, they reſolved by means of 
an epiſtolary correſpondence to make known 
the mind of Chriſt as contained in the ſcrip- 
tures. Tho' this taſk was both expenſive 
and laborious, yet in the iſſue it turned to a 
bleſſed account, In this ſervice the Count 
was indefatigable. Their next Rep was to 
ſelect uſeful pieces of inſtruction, and to 
have them printed in the cheapeſt manner 
for the benefit of the poor. They did not 
confine themſelves — * the ſphere of their 
own denomination, .' but were deſirous to 
3 a bleſſing among others likewiſe. The 
ount thought himſelf bound to take an 
eſpecial care of the exiles, that were ſettled 
on his territory; and the more ſo, as many 
. emigrants have been obſerved to receive more 
harm than good for their fouls, by leaving 
their own 3 for want of proper in- 
ſtruction. They * conſulted about the beſt 
method of ms children, according to 
the mind of Chriſt, and of erecting proper 
buildings for their œconomies. The Count

N ohder to accompliſh 2 laudable in- 
tentions theſe United Brethren found it 
needful frequently to confer together. When 
they met for theſe purpofes it was no other 
wiſe than if they thought aloud, that is, they 
ſpoke out all their ſentiments with the utmoſt 
freedom. Theſe deliberations obtained the 
appellation of conferences, and have conti- 
nued among the Brethren ever ſincgee. 
Their deſign in theſe meetings was that 
as might riot only be united in one mind 
ong themſelves, but alſo ſpeak the fame 
— to others. Truth was their object and 
they wiſhed to be well eſtabliſhed therein. 
To this end, not only the arguments in fa- 
vour of every propoſition were alledged, but 
| alſo any objestion was, allowed to be pro- 
duced in 85 to examine their ſtrength. 
Others, who afterwards were admitted to 
theſe borifetences, could not fee the uſe or 
neceſſity of theſe reaſonings, and were ſtartled 
at the ſpirit of diſputation which therein pre- 
vailed. Our Count himſelf, when objections 
were carried to ſuch lengths that he was ap- 
prehenfive they would prove prejudicial _ 
the 
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the truth, grew very anxious, and could not 
refrain from tears on this account. He fre- 
quently retired from his company, and proſ- 
trated himſelf before the feet of 7eſus Chriſt, 
and renewed the covenant he had made with 
him, which was to abide by the word of his 
croſs, thougli deſerted by all mankind. 

In the mean time, he did not judge it ex- 
pedient to interrupt the courſe of theſe con- 
ferences, but rather to continue them with pa- 
tience in hope that they might ſtill anſwer 
the end deſired. He would have been glad 
if minutes had been taken of thoſe ſubjetts 
treated of, which tended to the furtherance 
of Chriſtian knowledge, and proved benefi- 
cial to the ſoul. But this was omitted, leſt 
their freedom of ſpeech, (from which he pro- 
miſed himſelf and really obtained great bene- 
fit, notwithſtanding ſome diſagreeable circum-

HE regular members of this conference 
1 had not the ſame gifts, but differed 
greatly in that reſpect. N th 

Mr. Shæfer was of a very free and lively 
diſpoſition; in all his actions unaffected, and 
could not bear any thing that looked like dil- 
ſimulation. His expreſſions were of courſe 
| plain 


plain and to the point. In ſhort , his exter- 


nal- behaviour correſponded with the ſenti· 
ments of his heart. He was not eaſily diſ- 
couraged by the appearance of danger from 


any attempt in the ſervice of Chriſt for the 


good of others, and had a great meaſure 80 
erika diſcernment. Mr. Rothe was 
learned man, and well verſed in the "ar 


tures. He poſſeſſed a deep and extenſive pe- 


netration, and at the ſame time, a great clear- 
neſs in his diſcourſes. Theſewere formed with 
the utmoſt regularity, and every branch of the 
ſubject he treated of ſtood ranged in its pro- 
per claſs. What he had apprehended he kept 
to invariably. His obſervations were well 
grounded, ſolid, and uſeful; and be never 
was afraid to ſpeak his mind. Baron Wat- 
teville diſliked all prolixity, and choſe to 
bring matters immediately -to a point, He 
ſtudied to keep peace with all men; and his 
amiable diſpoſition procured him much re- 


ſpect from others. When miſunderſtandings 


were to be removed, he was always the pro- 
pereſt perſon to be employ ed. The Count's 
characteriſtic was a tender love towards the 
Lonxp Fefus Chriſt,” and a burning zeal to 
win ſouls for him. He was condeſcend- - 
ing towards his friends; but notwith- 
ſanding this, what he found clearly written 
inthe bible, he e maintained and 
adhered to.

Here I cannot avoid mentioning a miſunder- 
ſtanding that took place about this time between 
Count and the rector, concerning matters of a pa- 
rochial nature, which could not ſo eaſily be adjuſt- 
ed. The diſcerning part of the hearers could not 
help thinking, that their miniſter ſometimes threw 
an oblique reflection on the Count, in his ſermons, 
and this was ſoon after evident, when he went fo 
far, as even in his peculiar way, to addreſs the 
Count from-the pulpit. Weeks! 0 

As it was of importance to the Count, that. this 
miſunderſtanding ſhguld be removed, that it might 
not prove hurtful to others; he did not paſs, over 
any part of Mr. Rothe's ſermon, at the uſual repeti-

+ me.” By this upright method, he prevented the 
evil conſequences, which this affair might have pro- 
duced among the pariſhioners, and ſo much the.

For when 
it was publiſhed at Ratiſbon in 1721, and ſupported 
chiefly by the envoys of the Engliſh and Pruſſian 
courts, as well as by the chancellor Pfaffius in Tü- 
bingen, the chief court-chaplain Jablonſky at Berlin, 
and Mr. Turretin at Geneva; the Count, moved by 
his univerſal love to mankind, and a deſire to make 
peace, (of which he had already given à proof at 
Wittenberg,) entered into a correſpondence with 
the chancellor.

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But the Count thought that ſalvation did 
not depend upon bei a Lutheran, but 
ay * Faith in the 8 Chriſt made a 
rloſt and condemned ſinner of whatever 
reer a child of Gop, and an heir of 
« eternal ſalvation. He had but an indiffe- 
rent opinion of thoſe people who run from 
one religion to another. In this reſpect he 
«was of the ſame ſentiments with the late 
* Abbot Steinmetz (at that time rector of the 
« great church at Teſchen, in Upper Sileſia) 
ho frequently inculcated this idea into the 
minds of the Moravian Brethren, that oc- 
<caftonally called upon him. He did not 
S approve of their emigrations in order to in-

ERE the following queſtions naturally 
ariſe : Firſt, Why did he receive, and

He wrote to the doctor 
in preſſing tern and ſaid, that he had been in- 
formed, that they intended to bury the corpſe 
under the gallows, becauſe ſhe had ſeparated 
herſelf from the communion of the eſtabliſhed 
church, and in conſequence thereof was ex- 
communicated ; and that ſhe was not to be al- 
lowed even a coffin. For his on part he ſaid 
that though he did not approve of ſuch ſepa- 
rations, but thought they were weakneſſes 
that we muſt bear with in well-meaning peo- 
ple, yet that he abhorred the above-mentioned 
deſign with hisawhole heart.

In order to form a right judgment of the

He made a vaſt difference 1 0 theſe 
private meetings juſt mentioned; and thoſe 
which deviate from the ſimple plan laid down 
in ſcripture.

be divided into ſmaller companies. Our 
Saviour has engaged to be preſent even where 
two or three are met together in his name. 
He hoped that a prudent magiſtrate. would 
not forbid ſuch meetings as could produce no 
harm, but might be productive of great good; 
fince rulers as miniſters of God are not to be 
a terror to good works but to the evil.

In the firſt volume of the extracts of his diſ- 
courſes on the four Evengeliſts, S. 455. we find the 
contents of one, upon the connection of theſe 
bleſſed ſayings of our Loxy, which he had preach» 
ed, and committed himſelf to writing at the inſtance 
of a certain prince, | 
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rank, and the poorer ſort of people-increaſed. 
They had great confidence in him becauſe 
perceived that he in good earneſt meant 
to further the goſpel of Chriſt.

We have already taken notice of the danger, 
in which the people at Herrnhuth ſtood of 
falling into all ſorts of ſtrange opinions ; and 
alſo that the Count did not uſe compulſive 
but gentle methods to reclaim the erroneous. 
Here I muſt obſerve that ſome began to

NE inſtability of the Brethren at Herrn- 
.  huth canfed the Count much trouble;

Theſe diſorders in their 
community ſpread ſo far, as I mentioned be- 
fore, that there remained but few who were 
not infected by them.

MON the Count's writings of this 
year his labour on the edition of the 
bible publiſhed at Eberſdorf deſerves our firſt 
attention. This work, cenſured without rea- 
lon and without mercy, was printed there 
in quarto, under this title: The Holy Scrip- 
ture both of the Old and New Teſtament, ac- 
cording to Dr. Luther's German tranſlation. - 

His view in this publication was, that it 
might be ſold to the poor at a lower price 
than any other had been before; and a ſum 
advanced by his grand - mother for this pur- 
poſe, made it anſwer the end propoſed. It 
contains references to parallel places, and a 


each chapter, like other editions. But there 
are inſerted Dr. Luther's preface to the Old

fcripture. The ſummaries alſo of ſome books 
of the old, and of thoſe of the whole new teſta- 
ment, are larger than uſual ;- and the Count 
has expreſſed therein the ſenſe taken from the 
text in a very clear and lively manner. There 
were likewiſe added: Mr. John Andrew 
Rothe's arrangement, and new tranſlation of 
the greateſt part of thoſe paſſages in the holy 
ſcripture, which in the original are more em- 
phatical and expreſſive than they have been 
rendered in any former work of the kind. 
To the charge: That his intention was to

At laſt, whilſt I was fully intent upon 
finding out what I was ſo much intereſted to 
know, and with real concern of heart in- 
treated the author thereof to give me that 
light, without which I'could not apprehend 
what was neceſſary. to make me happy, I was 
favoured: with: the heavenly bleſſing, the in- 
viſible grace and power of Gop overcame all 
that in me oppoſed the myſteries of his will, 
and I immediately ſurrendered myſelf ſoul 
and body to his diſpoſal, who ſhewed me ſuch 
undeſerved mercy. I then learned to believe 
aſſuredly that Jeſus the {on of * 8 is come in 

the fleſh; to know what he has dòne and ſuf- 
fered for my ſalvation, and how, in imitation 
of his example, I ought to conduct myſelf in 
every relation of life as becometh a Chriſtian. 
And now whenever I look into this book, a few 
lines afford me as much comfort and inſtruQ- 
on as a whole ſermon. The matter is clear to 
my underſtanding and my heart is affected 
b) it; my conſent and faith mix with it, 
_ (Heb. iv. 2.) and I never meditate therein 
without inexpreſſible advantage. I wiſh that 
many wile and reaſonable men would herein 
purſue the ſteps which I have taken ; in all 
probability they would profit thereby more 
that have done.

4 by him about this time, we find an en-

He 
had continued thoſe meetings every Sunday 
with the doors open, without the leaſt mo- 
leſtation on the part of the court or clergy 
for ſive years. But now, becaufe'crowds. of 
people would force themſelves in, he was 
obliged to declare, that if unknown perſons 
would attend his meetings, he inſiſted on hav- 
ing previous notice. I paſs by ſeveral other 
things on purpoſe, becauſe it would reflect 
diſgrace upon the actors thereof. The Count

HE fecond marriage of his brother Count 
Frederick Chrifttan, was properly the 
occaſion of his firft journey to Dreſden in 
he year 1728. He arrived there on Jan. 
15s, with David Nitſchman. All was 
sche higheſt degree of joy and tranſport, 
decauſe of the arrival of the King of Pruſſia. 
The Count did not fo much rejoice at the ſo- 
emnities occaſioned by this vifit, as at the 
moſt agreeable interview and happy conver- 
ation he had with Count Frederick Caſpar 
Gerſdorf, and other friends; and efpecially 
n account of the bleſſing which David Nitſch⸗ 
han enjoyed in company with many upright 
als in that place. Him the Count diſpatched 
sn after with a letter to the Marquiſs de 
Wareyth, with whom he carried on a corre- 


and 
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ondence, relative to the kingdom of Gov, 
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and from whom he had e a letter, 
juſt at his arrival at Dreſden. 
On January 20, his: „ marriage,
